ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 14.—The members 
of the orthodox Greek church throughout the 
empire are strangely excited over a conflict 
between the holy synod and an eccentric 
monk, Father Hiodore of Tsaribin. 

Father INodore gained notoriety by launch- 
ing ultraconservative viewa, criticising his 
superiors and reviling the administration. 
The holy synod thereupon ordered him to re- 
tire to a monastery in the diocese of Tula. 

The monk refused to go and solemnly took 
am oath before the altar to starve to death 
rather than quit Tsaribin. He already has 
remained on the steps of the altar five days 
and nighte, fasting and praying in the presa- 
ence of a huge fasting congregation, which 
joins in his prayers. Many of hie bearers 
have become religiously demented. 

The story, which has been telegraphed 
throughout Russia, has greatly agitated the 
pious. All the conservative associations in 
the country are championing Father lliodore 
and they have sent a telegraphic petition to 
the czar to allow him to remain at Tsaribin. 

The remarkable displays of religious frenzy 
by fasting, sleepless crowds apparently will 
compel some action by the government.

Héward Goodman, for many years the 
senior deacon of the First Baptist church in 
Chicago, died yesterday at his residence, 562 
Oakwood boulevard. He wae 81 years oid, 
and had been in poor health for several 
months. 

He was born in Northamptonshire, Eng- 
land, and came to Chicago in 1852. He at 
once associated with the Standard and 
Christian Times, religious papers. He later 
became half owner of the Christian Times, 
and was connected with the management of 
—— periodical for more than half aj cen- 
tury. 

In 1854, he became a member of the First 

Baptist church, and in 1863, was elected 
deacon, continuing in office without interrup- 
tion until his death. 
In 1863 he became the first treasurer of the 
Baptist Theological union and held that office 
for nearly fortyi years. He wae made a 
trustees of the Uhiversity of Chicago when it 
wes organized in 1801. For three years 
he was president of the ren Baptist state 
convention. 

In September, 1858, he married Mary E. 
Brande, who, with a son and daughter, sur- 
vives him.

Gould’s retirement from the presidency: by 
moral suasion and had set out to force it 
with the codperation of John D. Rockefeller, 
whose patience was exhausted by the delays 
in reorganizing those Gould roads which 
have long been in the hands of receiverwand 
in the rebabjiitation of the solvent though 
non-dividend paying companies. 

It was known that Mr. Gould had consid. 
ered resignation in favor of a practical ral 
road man willing to devote his entire time 
to the road, and had on several occasions 
come almost to the, point of tendering « 
formal reBignation, but had always récon- 
sidered.
